Begin gave them a non- 
committal reply, noting that "it- is 
the premier ’s prerogative to set the 
cabinet agenda, but X shall have to 
consult withr my colleagues." 

Doron told The Jerusalem Post 
that her "assessment of Be gin's 
political acumen led her to believe 
it would be possible to postpone the 
Hebron issue for a week." She said 
the committee would probably 
meet next -Thursday.

Ghali explains 
Carter’s switch 


CATRO (Reuter). — Egypt's 
Minister of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, Sutras Ghali, yesterday at- 
tributed to electioneering the deci- 
sion by U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter to backtrack on the U.S. vote 
for the UN Security Council resolu- 
tion calling for the dismantling of 
Jewish settlements. 

Ghali told a press conference that 
the significance of Carter's state- 
ment — • that the U.S. had erred in 
supporting the resolution last 
Saturday — had been exaggerated.

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, UN Am-

for last week’s UN Security Council 
resolution condemning Israeli 
settlement policy. 

State Department spokesman 
Hoddlng Carter declined to say 
yesterday whether the administra- 
tion would make available to the 
congressional panel all the 
documents on the administration’s 
internal decision-making process 
before the UN vote last Saturday. 
The lawmakers especially want 
access to the written Instructions 
sent to McHenry. 

Sen. Henry Jackson (D-Wash.) 
said he and his Senate colleagues 
remain "bitter" about the entire 
episode. "The only way the ad- 
ministration’s going to get off the 
hook," he said, is to make public 
the written instructions 'to 
McHenry. 

President Jimmy Carter’s ex- 
planation that a "failure in com- 
munications" had resulted in the 
vote and Vance’s public willingness 
to accept responsibility have clear- 
ly not put an end to the storm of 
domes Lie and foreign protest over 
the administration* s. unprecedented 

behaviour.

Post Knesset Reporter 
Prime Minister Menaiiera 
Begin in a Knesset speech 
yesterday refrained from en- 
dorsing President Jimmy 
Carter’s "apology” for the U.S. 
vote in favour of last Saturday’s 
UN Security Council resolution 
condemning Israeli settlements. 

Begin said drily, that he 
"accepted" Carter's words, but the 
premier also queried U.S. intent in 
supporting the resolution. 

The prime minister did not go out 
of his way to help Carter stem 
criticism from American Jewry 
and from his rivals in both the 
Democratic and Republican Par- 
ties in the race for the presidential 
nominations. 

At the same time, however, there 
were indications yesterday of grow- 
ing reluctance in the cabinet lo in- 
crease tension with the U.S. ad- 
ministration by going ahead now 
with settlement gestures in Hebron. 

The Liberals hove asked Begin to 
postpone a decision on tbis ques- 
tion, which was due to be taken up 
at the cabinet meeting on Sunday. 
(See report, adjacent column) 

In his speech. Begin said: 
"Naturally, we accept his 
(Carter's) words as written." But 
he went on to ask whether the 
"inadequate communication” to 
which Carter ascribed the U.S. vote 


applied only “to one line and one 
paragraph in that resolution hostile 
to Israel" and not to other hostile 

references to Israel. 

The Knesset session was called to 
debate the Security Council's con- 
demnation of Israel's settlement 
policy. At the end of the debate the 
House adopted a resolution "taking 
note of" the prime minister’s state- 
ment and expressing its “absolute 
rejection" of the council’s resolu- 
tion. 

But the government coalition fail- 
ed In Its efforts to persuade the 
principal opposition tactions to join 
it in the resolution. Only Moshe 
Dayan (independent). Rabbi 
Kalman Kahar.a (Poalei Aguda) 
and Goiila Cohen (Tehlya) joined 
the coalition. The vote was 52-37. 

Begin declared that Israel utterly 
rejected the Security Council 
resolution, which called on Israel 
"to dismantle all existing 
settlements in the occupied 
territories, including Jerusalem." 

"Under no condition will we ac- 
quiesce in it, or in any part of it. We 
do not consider it binding on us, and 
we shall act in accordance with our 
people's right and its vital interests 
to ensure its future and its peace in 
its homeland. 

Jerusalem would never be par- 
titioned, he said, noting that during 
the autonomy negotiations it had 
been proposed that the Arabs of 


Jerusalem take part in voting for 
the West Bank administrative coun- 
cil. This proposal, he said, was com- 
pletely contradictory to the Camp 
David agreements. 

Begin also took aim at French 
President Valery Giscard d’Esta- 
ing. though without mentioning him 
by name. The premier referred to 
the joint communique issued on 
Monday in Kuwait — "of all 
places" — at the conclusion of 
Giscard's visit there, calling for 
self-determination for the 
Palestinians. 

Self-determination for the Ger- 
mans in Sudetenland had paved the 
way for the liquidation of 
Czechoslovakia, Begin said. And to- 
day, certain European nations were 
trying to win favour with a power- 
ful. extortionate aggressor at the' 
expense of another small state. 

"So they use the terra 'self- 
determination.' while distorting its 
meaning completely," Begin said. 
"Doesn't the great Arab nation 
have self-determination? It Is ex- 
pressed in the existence of 21 in- 
dependent states." 

Israel rejected this distort ibn of 
the term, which as used In the Mid- 
dle East context meant only one 
thing — a Palestinian state. Such a 
state, he said, would lead to "a 
bloodbath in Eretz Yisrael even 
more terrible than that in 
Lebanon." 


Hunting the truth in U.S. vote 


WASHINGTON. — In the aftermath 
of the Carter Administration's 
remarkable turnaround on the ill- 
fated March l UN Security Council 
resolution condemning’ Israeli 
settlements, questions, naturally, 
have arisen regarding the exact 
V.S. position on the questions cf 
Jerusalem and the dismantling of 
existing settlements. 

Understanding Washington's of- 
ficial position towards these two ex- 
plosive issues can help put into 
some sort of proper perspective the 
incredible events of the past few 
days, and also help assess the 
prospects tor trying to repair the 
damage to the autonomy 
negotiations and the Camp David 
peace process.

undivided with free access to the 
Holy Places for all faiths, and that 
its status should be determined in 
the negotiations for a comprehen- 
sive peace settlement," Carter said.

Carter 
insisted that the U.S. vote did not 
represent a change in America's 
position toward Jerusalem. 

When State Department 
spokesman Hoddlng Carter was 
later asked to articulate the U.S. 
position on Jerusalem, he referred 
reporters to the Camp David ac- 
cords. which contained a letter 
from the president spelling put the 
U.S. position. That letter, however, 
was rather short. 

“The position of the United States 
on Jerusalem," Carter wrote, 
"remains as stated by Ambassador 
Arthur. Goldberg in the UN 
General Assembly on July 14, 1967, 
and subsequently by Ambassador 
Charles Tost in the UN Security 


Council on July 1, 2989." 

The State Department 
spokesman refused to go beyond 
that Camp David formulation by 
actually restating the U.S. position. 
Indeed, ever since Camp David, the 
U.S. has been unwilling to issue a 
fresh articulation of its view. 


THERE’S A REASON for this 
strange U.S. behaviour. According 
to officials who participated at the 
Camp David summit, the entire 
"framework" package almost fell 
apart at the last moment because of 
Jerusalem. There was an eleventh- 
hour effort made to reach the sort 
of statement on Jerusalem accep- 
table to Carter, Prime Minister 
Begin and President Sadat. They 
made some progress, agreeing on 
the need for an “undivided" city 
with "free access" to the Holy 
Places. But, in the end, they could 
not get beyond these generalities. 

As a compromise, the three 
leaders agreed to drop any mention 
of Jerusalem in the actual agree- 
ment. Instead, they attached 
separate letters explaining their 
positions.

Twenty visas to Israel

CAIRO. — Israel's embassy in 
Cairo has issued about 20 visas to 
Egyptians in the two weeks since It 
opened its doors to the public — 
mainly to businessmen eager to In- 
vestigate Israeli markets. 

, It isn’t always easy. Egyptian 
'passports often carry a clause in- 
validating them for use In Israel, 
and it can take weeks lor Egypt’s 
cumbersome bureaucracy to issue 
a new. passport or wipe out the 
offending clause. * 

In the mornings, applicants have 
been sitting in line on the embassy 
patio, while the staff move fur- 
niture and bring in new equipment. 

The ambassador, EHahu Ben- 
Ellssar. has been offered a flat 
close to his suite in the Sheraton 
Hotel and is said to be on the- verge 
of signing the ■ lease. The' other- she 
diplomats are still looking for ac- 
commodations. 

Ben-EIissar yesterday met with 
Egyptian Defence Minister Kamal 
H assail All. who heads the Egyp- 
tian side in talks on normalization. 
He then paid courtesy calls on of- 
ficials in the Foreign Ministry — 
visits described as "routine.’’ 


His only public appearance so far 
has been at Cairo’s main synagogue 
on the eve of Purlm. He attracted 
the largest congregation the syn- 
agogue had seen 'since the Sinai 
Campaign of 1956. 

The rest of the staff are too preoc- 
cupied with opening an embassy to 
make social contact- Besides run- 
ning the office, they have a constant 
stream of delegations to handle — 
on tourism, cultural exchange, and 
transport across the border.

What’s new in handbags? Sabra crocodiles

Jerusalem's Hadassah Universi- 
ty Hospital is negotiating with the 
( Treasury for funds to cover an ea- 
Itlmated IS50m. budget deficit, 
which Hadassah officials attribute 
to Inflation. 

Hospital officials are seeking dai- 
ly bed rates for their patients from 
Kupat Holixn which are higher than 
other hospitals charge. 

On April 1, hospital bed rates go - 
up to XS430 a day, and Hadassah is 
asking for a 25-30 per cent sur- 
charge because of its "superior 
facilities," a Hadassah spokesman 
said. 

The Health Ministry recommend- 
ed to the Treasury that half the 
ISSOm. deficit be covered with 
government funds. Recent 
newspaper reports — neither 
dented nor confirmed by Ministry 
and hospital spokesmen — said that 
some IS25m. la already guaranteed 
the hospital. 

Hospital officials say that unex- 
pected operating expenses, In- 
cluding Increased fuel costs and 
Cost-of-Living payments to doctors 
and nurses, caused the deficit. 

Hadassah la a non-government 
hospital, funded In large part by the 


Hadassah organization in the U.S. 

Hospital officials aay they have 
taken steps to cut expenses, in- 
cluding freezing some 130 jobs In 
their 3,000-person staff and reduc- 
ing the number of beds in their tfro 
facilities at Eln Karem add Mount 
Scopus. 

Last December and January, 
another non-government hospital 
in Jerusalem. Shaare Zedek, en- 
countered serious financial 
problems, requiring the Treasury 
to Btep in with a guarantee for a 
$6.lm. loan taken out by Shaare 
Zedek officials In New York. 

Health Ministry officials, while 
ready to compare the two cases to 
press for coordination between all 
the city’s non-government 
hospitals, declined to link the 
plights of the two hosspltals. 

“In one case, it was malad- 
ministration and poor planning of 
the new building at Shaare Zedek. 
In the other case. Inflation took its 
toll," one Health Ministry source 
said. 

A committee of Jerusalem 
hospital officials, headed by Health 
Ministry director-general Baruch 
Mod an, is expected to seek ways to 
coordinate hospital services In the 
city.

HAIFA. — A crocodile farm, the 
country's first, la to be set up by 
klbbuta Mevo Hama In a warm- 
water pool at Hamat Gader, on the 
banks of the Yarmuk River 
southeast of Lake Kinneret. 

Plans call for breeding the 
crocodiles for their skins, while the 
farm will also, It Is hoped, be a 
tourism attraction. 

A member of the kibbutz will go 
to South Africa this month for train- 


ing at a Jewish -owned crocodile 
farm. The South African farmer 
will help the kibbutz establish the 
farm. 

The Jerusalem Post was told that 
several Tel Aviv skin merchants 
have expressed their willingness to 
Invest In the form In return for the 
skins, which are much sought after 
In the manufacture of expensive 
shoes and handbags, and are In 
short supply throughout the world. 

The pool, to be fed by the natural 
sweet water spring at Hamat Gader 


will be warm enough, at 28°C. for 
the crocodiles. The kibbutz plans to 
turn the surrounding area Into a 
miniature tropical jungle to provide 
an attractive setting tor viewing the 
reptiles. Plana call for breeding 300 
crocodiles a year. The 1.5-metre- 
long variety that the kibbutz will 
breed takes about two years to 
grow to full size. 

The kibbutz is already successful- 
ly growing shrimps in the warm 
water available at the site and 
marketing them abroad. 


MK wants doctors retrained as dentists 


Six hardy MKs support Sephardi lobby

Six out of eight MKs who lasted 
through a raucous, three-hour 
.meeting that started with 19 MKs 
yesterday decided to establish a 
social-issues lobby of Sephardi 
parliamentarians. ’ ■ 

The two main promoters of the 
idea were World Sephardi Federa- 
tion president Neastm Gaon and 
Labour MK Jacques Amir. 

Gaon, who presided over the ses- 
sion in the room assigned to the 
Knesset Economic Committee, 
argued: - “MKs of Sephardi' or 
Oriental origin, can constitute a 
force in dealing, with problems 
affecting their brethren. Agudat 
Y Israel with its four MKs has won 
Impressive concessions with no 


strings attached. We have 21 — 
soon to be 23 (when Yehuda Hashal 
is sworn in instead of the late Ylgal 
Alton and Sa’adla Marciano 
replaces Melr Pa’ll) — and yet we 
can't join together to get action con- 
cerning our own brethren." 

Gaon added that Oriental MKa 
must overcome their political 
differences and lobby on issues 
when their position does not con- 
travene the stands of their political 
parties. He said that unless a lobby 
is established, all new social in- 
itiatives will go the way of Project 
Renewal and Korat Gag, the lim- 
ping projects aimed at helping the 
disadvantaged.

it. The number of dental students

ty, according to Shostak) plus new- 
immigrant dentists could not even 
keep up with the growing need, 
Seidel said. 

In reply to a parliamentary ques- 
tion by EBIahu Speiser (Alignment), 
Shostak said that 220 dental prac- 
titioners who have immigrated 
from the Soviet Union, have com- 
pleted refresher courses organized 
by the ministry and that most of 
them are working in border and 
development towns. 

Shostak added that the demand 
for these courses is so great that 
there is now a waiting list.

Meanwhile. In Geneva, the Soviet 
Union said yesterday it had always 
opposed the use of poison gas. and it 
was fully observing a 1925 treaty 
banning such warfare. 

Ambassador Viktor Issraelyan 
made the statement in discussing 
the state of negotiations on banning 
chemical weapons in the 40-nation 
Geneva Disarmament Conference. 

He did not refer to unconfirmed 
reports by Afghan refugees alleg- 
ing Soviet forces had used poison 
gas against rebels In Afghanistan. 

Tn New Delhi yesterday, 
travellers arriving from 
Afghanistan said that heavy ar- 
tillery fire has been heard in Kabul 
and tension was rising in the city on 
the eve of threatened anti-Soviet 
demonstrations. 

A French teacher said he heard 
the shellfire on the northern fringes 
.of the city around noon on Wednes- 
day. Other travellers confirmed his 
account and said it had lasted for 
about three hours. 

A Western diplomat said that 
pamphlets, slipped under doors and 
dropped in market places during 
the past few days, had called for 
renewed protests against the Soviet 
military Intervention .in 
Afghanistan. 

An estimated 300 people were kill- 
ed during anti-Soviet protests In 
Kabul on the eve of the Moslem sab- 
bath on Friday two weeks ago. 

The diplomat said a call by 
Afghan rebels for a strike in the 
capital’s bazaars had been general- 
ly ignored. 

An Indian resident reported a big 
build-up of Soviet troops in Kabul, 
saying: "They are out in strength 
everywhere."

Almeida refused to comment on 
the size or capability of the Cuban 
force, which helped bring foe Marxist 
government to power in Angola in 
1976, but said, "They’re not as 
many as people say." 


In Cape Town, a South African 
defence force spokesman described 
foe report as "absolute rubbish."

Two appeals for united

As a teenager 
he Joined Manchester United, play- 
ing as a left winger. He later 
switched - positions to left back, a 
position in which he earned a 
reputation as a sharp tackier. He

played as a defender for four years 
with Brighton, a year with Cardiff, 
and Tour years with Portsmouth. 
And he came close to selection for 
the England team. 

Manaell turned to tull-tlme 
coaching to 1958, taking his first job 
at Eastbourne United as successor 
to Ron Greenwood, who le now the ■ 
highly- successful manager of 
England. His first stint outside Bri- 
tain was in Holland. He returned to 
coach Sheffield Wednesday, then in 
the First: Division, and later took 
over-' as manager of Rotherham 
United in the Second Division. 
Mansell -squeezed In two years as 
manager of the Boston Beacons In 
the U.S., and he was manager of 
Reading before taking over Iraklis 
of Salonika to Greece. Gakatasaray 
to Turkey, and spending tour years 
with the national team of Bahrain. 
THE as* YEAR-OLD English coach 
saw the Israel job as a challenge. 
He might have been less 
enthusiastic had he been Involved 
In the undignified Infighting within 
the Football Association before be- 
ing offered the Job. The FA split 
along party lines (Hapoel v. 
Maccabl-Betar) on whether to 


engage a foreign coach. Powers 
that be in Hapoel. which can claim 
only a fleeting knowledge of foot- 
ball. insisted that a foreign soccer 
coach would be too expensive — 
though the same Hapoel pays much 
fatter salaries to Imported basket- 
ball players in Hapoel teams. 

A "compromise." lacking In 
elegance, was. reached whereby . 
Mansell was offered the coaching 
appointment for six months, a 
period that will include two World 
Cup qualifying games against 
Northern Ireland at Ranaat Gan on 
March 26 and against Sweden in 
Stockholm on June 11 . 

It Is to these matches that 
Mansell has geared his work here. . 
He inherited a group of nearly 40 
players recommended to him by 
club coaches, all of whom he has 
watched playing for their clubs or 
in his training sessions. Attending 
at least one league game every 
Saturday since his arrival, Mansell 
has spotted several players who 
were not on the "recommended 
list" but who possess the kind of 
talent he is looking for. On the other 
hand, he has struck off some es- 
tablished regulars of. previous 


national teams. 

"I intend to field the best players 
that Israel has, regardless of 
reputations or the ages of players. 
They can be In their thirties or 
teenagers," Mansell declared. 

Two players Mansell has brought 
out of “retirement" from national 
team soccer are Giora Spiegel and 
Yitzhak Shum. An early Mansell 
discovery is Amos Bartar, the non- 
stop Petah Tikva Maccabi midfield 
player who, says Mansell, "has 
speed, skill and vision, and gives 
his all in a game." 

Mansell sees his first job with the 
national team as "lifting the 
players to a higher standard of per- 
formance than they are used to giv- 
ing to club football here.” 

He has found Israel players 
reasonably fit for mid-season: "It 
Is up to me to motivate them on the 
big day, so that every player gives 
of his utmost," he said. 

JACK MANSELL is very much a 
no-nonsense coach. He demands 
hard work from his players and 
from himself. He spends little time 
outlining fancy formations and 
theories: he simply Insists on 


players doing their Job on the field. 

The coach points out that Israel’s 
players will be at a disadvantage 
against Northern Ireland and 
Sweden in that they will face men 
who are accustomed to playing a 
more powerful and faster game of 
football than that played here. 

The Irish team will be composed 
mainly of English First Division 
footballers, while the Swedish team 
includes some world-class players. 
Both countries will be Just as eager 
to reach the World Cup finals In 
Spain In 1982 as Israel. There will 
be ho holds barred and these games 
will certainly not be "friendlies." 

Mistakes against such opposition 
could prove expensive Indeed, and 
opportunities which may be fewer 
than a handful In 90 minutes, will 
have to be snapped up, Mansell 
points out. Yet Israel will not play a 
purely defensive game. "That is not 
my style at all," said Mansell. 

Instead, he wants to Instil more 
incisive football into his squad, with 
players ready to run off the ball into 
the open spaces and defenders 
marking the opposition tightly. 

Mansell is critical of tbe lack of 
bite in Israel's league soccer. 
"Players just do not try hard 
enough. Often It seems they are 
quite satisfied to draw a game 0:0, 

- and that is why so few goals are 
scored on Saturday afternoons," he 
observed. 

In his training sessions, Mansell 
insists on much more intensive play 
and harder tackling than players 
are used to in league matches, not 
to mention, club training. He is im- 
patient with players who come to 
his training “to sun themselves," 
claiming injury from the previous 
Saturday's league game. 

MANSELL WILL HAVE his 22 
national team squad together in a 
closed training camp for 10 days 
before tbe Northern Ireland match. 
Only after that will he pick his final 
team. 


Very few players are certainties 
for Mansell's team, the exceptions 
being Arie Havlv in goal and Avl 
Cohen of Liverpool, who la an out- 
standing utility player. 

In his choice of players so far, 
Mansell has opened several in- 
teresting, options for himself. He 
has chosen both Illustrious and in- 
dustrious footballers. Whom he will 
select to play against' Northern 
Ireland remains to be seen. 

For sheer “born talent” he has 
Spiegel and Uri MalmUllan, who in- 
cidentally are also major crowd 
pullers. At their best, they would 
give a touch of class to the team, 
but Malmllllan has been out of foot- 
ball for half the season and is prone 
to Injuries, and Spiegel has added 
years and weight. Barry Silk man, 
who can claim valuable experience 
in English football. Is another 
player who must be strongly In the 
running for a midfield place, aa are 
the hard running Mo she Gariani 
and Amos Bartar. 

While Mansell has an abundance 
of midfield players, he has a dearth 
of wingers and sharp strikers. He 
may well prefer to play his best 
men out of position than fall back on 
lesser talents who became 
pedestrian fixtures In past national 
sides. 

Mansell will not be readily drawn 
to speak about the Israel team 
beyond the Sweden game. He does 
not know if he will be here after 
June. That, it seems, will depend as 
much on the mood of same func 
. tionaries as on tbe results the coach 
achieves with his team. 

Not being able to make a decision 
on the future of the national team 
over the two-year period of the 
eight World Cup qualifying games 
— against Scotland, Portugal, 
Sweden and Northern Ireland, 
home and away — can only be un- 
settling to the team. At a time wfien 
Israel soccer entertains hopes of 
Joining Europe, it could do with a 
measure of stability and flair.

Although be retired from the un- 
iversity IB years ago. Prof. Aahbel 
has spent virtually every, morning 
since at the laboratory which the 
university has let him continue to 
use.

The lesson of meteorology for 
him is "periodicity." The test by 
Gideon (Judges VL) wherein a 
fleece of wool was Imbued with dew 
while the ground beneath remained 
dry is "pure meteorology" says 
Aahbel. 

The professor himself, however, 
is not purely a meteorologist. He 
recently completed a translation 
Into Hebrew of Darwin’s "Voyage 
of the Beagle," and is deep into a 
major new project — the impact of 
Semitic languages, particularly 
Hebrew, on European tongues. 

“There were Jews living in Ger- 
many before the Germans," he 
says. "The influence on the 
language was major. The same in 
Provence and elsewhere."

Aahbel, and he has already com- 
piled some of his findings to a dic- 
tionary he baa published himself. 

One of the professor’s' three 
daughters was killed in the convoy 
to Hadassah Hospital on Mount 
Scopus on the eve of the War of 
Independence.

ASHBEL today lives alone to the 
same apartment building on Rehov 
Rashba as Mayor Teddy Kollek.

This, says Aahbel, oc- 
curred about 1100 B.C-E. The 
famine described by Jeremiah oc- 
curred around the time of the 
destruction of the First Temple In 
the Sixth Century B.C.E. There was 
also a great drought about the time 
of the destruction of the Second 
Temple, hi 70 C.E., according to the 
Talmud. The pattern of droughts at 
600-yeer Intervals has continued.

IN THE PREVAILING political 
' reality. Israel faces three main 
‘ alternatives, each of which has ad- 
ditional dlmenslona. The most 
accepted alternative by Egypt and 
the U.8. — and so far the only one — 

'. is a comprehensive peace agree- 
; ment baaed on Israeli withdrawal 
, to the 1967 borders, and establiah- 
ment of a political Palestinian enti- 
‘ ty in Jerusalem, the West Bank and 
; the Gaza Strip. 

A second alternative, now being 
carried out by Israel, Is withdrawal 
to the 1967 borders in Sinai; Func- 
1 Uonal autonomy in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, accompanied by 
! large-scale settlement as a means 
i of extending full Israeli sovereignty 
; In future, with no clearcut policy on ■ 
i the Golan Heights. 

The third alternative is overall 
; territorial compromise in the West 

■ Bank and Gaza Strip, combined 
with a functional arrangement with 

; a Jordanian -Palestinian state and 

; minimal territorial compromise in 

• the Golan Heights. 

i It Is important to reiterate that as 
l far as the majority of Arabs are 
: concerned, at this stage, the latter 
; two alternatives are not accep- 

■ table. On the other hand, for the 
! majority in the state of Israel, at 
\ this stage, the first alternative is 
; not acceptable. 

The accepted pattern of 
: negotiations that stands a chance of 
! success Is one in which each party 
' obtains what It deems essential, 

• and gives ground In areas it deems 
; less vital. If each party wants 
; everything, there is no solution to 

negotiations, but In struggle. 

When each party or one finds ft 
' difficult to define what is essential 
. to it, a state of tension between 
tbem will prevail, followed 
sometimes by the outbreak of war 
; — whenever one of the parties 
: believes that chances of benefits 
override dangers. On the other 
hand, if each party dares define its 

• needs precisely, while taking Into 
consideration the subjective 

( feelings of the other, then the 
' chances for achieving a com- 
: promise grow. 

The American-Panamanlan ex- 
.- ample Is relevant here. After many

deems most essential: Panama's 
sovereignty on the canal was 
recognized, and It rules the canal in 
every formal facet .of dally life. 
Panama's flag flies over the whole 
length of the canal. On the other 
hand, the U.3. has retained control 
of the operation of the canal, aa well 
aa the right to enlarge and adjust it 
for the passage of ships. 


IF EGYPT and the Arab countries 
insist on regaining conquered Arab 
territories, a justified suspicion will 
persist to Israel, that this might 
also mean the 1949 — and even pre- 
1949 — territories. In other words, 
that their true aim la the same as 
the PLO's, a a set forth to the 
Palestinian Convention: an Arab 
state throughout the territory of 
Palestine. 

„lf Israel will demand to rule over 
the territories, not only from its 
national security viewpoint, but on 
the basis of historic right, a 
justified suspicion will persist 
among many Arabs that we Intend 
the Promised Land to extend to Its 
full borders, and then vast 
territories to Arab states might also 
face the danger of Israeli expansion 
and conquest. 

We have witnessed the extent of 
Egyptian sensitivity in this area to 
the talks of the military commis- 
sion to Egypt. When I explained the 
arguments underlying the Sinai 
Campaign to 1996, a smile spread 
across General Gamassi’s face — 
and he Is most certainly a proud 
and honest man — and he pointed 
out politely: 

“In my opinion, the security 
arguments are but a cover for 
something much deeper, expressed 
by the then Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurlan. When the IDF reached 
Sharxn-e-Sheikh and Rass- 
Natzranni, on the southern edge of 
the Sinai Peninsula, Ben-Gurion 
stated: 'We come to the Straits of 


Tlran to establish the Third 
Kingdom of Israel.' This is your 
true motivation In conquering the 
territories.'* 

Our attempts to refute this con- 
cept were hardly successful- The 
use of terms such as “historic 
right” deepen such suspicion. Few 
Jews and Israelis do not recognize 
our historic right to Eretz Ylsrael. 
The question facing policy-makers 
has to do with the ability to realize 
this right In these days, and to con- : 
.front . the. subjective -right ..of -the ... 
Palestinian Arabs. 

The operational conclusion may 
be simple — if indeed all parties 
wish to put an end to the conflict not 
by war, but by understa n di n g. 

The Palestinian Arabs must 
define their Interpretation of 
political independence, while bear- 
ing in mind clearly that the State of 
Israel will remain forever a 


political territorial entity, Indepen- 
dent and sovereign, committed to 
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Jewish and Zionist values. 

The Arab states must recognize 
Israel's right to exist and to retain 
its security- aa a territorial and 
functional entity. They must also 
define the territorial aspirations 
they deem essential from the point 
of view of national aspirations and 
that of military security. 

Israel must define Its minimal 
territorial "must,” from the points 
of view of national aspirations and 
security, and return the rest to the 
Arab countries and the 
Palestinians. 

The result may be the following: 
The Palestinians In the territories 
will be able to realize their national 
rights to a sovereign, Independent 
political entity, together with Jor- 
dan: the Arab countries will 
receive most of their territories 
now occupied by Israel; and Israel 
will gain peace with its neighbours 
and security. Security will depend 
on peace, military strength and 
control of territories determined by 
strategic and tactical military con- 
siderations only. 

If the parties tail to define their 
aspirations according to these prin- 
ciples, it will be difficult to reach an 
early and successful conclusion of 
negotiations. As long as the Arabs 
persist to their demand that ail con- 
quered territories be returned to 
them, the meaning for Israel will be 
critical — as much as demanding 
its abolition aa an Independent state 
and nation. We may assume that on 
this point Israel's position will en- 
joy the full support of all U.S. 
political persuasions. 


refuse co-existence with it, and 
most trends to American thought 
will not be able to Identify with It. 

It la therefore all the more impor- 
tant to state again the principles for 
the continuation of negotiations: 
the Camp David Agreements will 
be fulfilled by Israel, it being a 
sovereign, law-abiding state. 
However, the Egyptians must also 
agree that the Sinai precedent can- 
not be applied as Is to our eastern 
borders, which are characterized 
a variety . of more .complex 
problems. 

If Egypt is not prepared to do so, 
it may be that it is not yet “ripe" to 
define what it deems essential, as 
compared to the essential for the . 
State of Israel, and hence It is not 
yet “ripe" fora just peace with 
mutual security. And If Israel is un- 
able to relinquish historic rights, 
when facing the present - political 
reality, it may be that it too is not 
yet “ripe" for a full peace now. 

If this Is the situation. It is Impor; 
taut for Israel to beware of taking 
measures that create an illusion of 
peace when there Is a real danger to 
security. An Israeli withdrawal to 
the 1967 borders, when Arab coun- 
tries enjoy a 1980 military power, 
tenfold greater than that of 1967, 
represents & serious danger to 
security all the more so con- 
sidering that for the Palestinians 
and their many supporters to Arab 
countries, this is not yet the end of 
the story. They have not yet 
recognized Israel's very right to ex- 
ist within any border, and the 
danger of rene w ed hostilities still 
remains. 


On the other hand, if Israel should ' 
persist in Its demand to dray a 
large Palestinian population the 
right to political Independence, by 
ruling over tbs territories to which 
they live, most of the Arabs will 


A SMALL but Independent Palesti- 
nian state In the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip represents a danger to 
Israel, without solving problems 
important to the general Palesti- 
nian Issue: the return of Palesti- 
nian refugees to their homes and 
restitution for their property In 
Israel. 

The danger that a Palestinian 
state would pose to Israel derives 
from severs} factors: such a state 
will not agree, nor be able, to re- 
main demilitarized and deprived of 
defence means. A sovereign state 
decides for Itself what it may do; 
this Is its prerogative. Whether Its 
capital be in Jerusalem or in 
Nablus, no one could deny It the 
right to disperse army forces to de- 
fend the seat of its rule. This capital 
will be the seat of parliament, 
government, police and army 
headquarters. What could be more 
natural than setting up anti-aircraft 
missiles to defend them? When 
such missiles are planted on the 
■lopes of Edom, the mountains of 
Judea and Samaria, not one Israeli 
aircraft will be able to take off from 
any airport to Israel, 
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■ On the other hand. If a political 
Jordan! an-P&lestinlan entity la es- 
tablished with Its capital in Am- 
man. where the seat of rule and 
military power will be, such a state 
could reach a functional agreement 
with. Israel, which will guarantee 
Israeli security on the one hand, 
and will not prejudice Jord ani a n - 
Palestinian sovereignty on the 
other. Such a state, spreading over 
vast territories and ruling over a 
large population, will find It easier 
to agree to a minimal territorial 
compromise to provide Israel with 
the security it so needs. 


At this point we are faced again 
with Arab unwillingness to any 


territorial compromise, even of one 
grain of Arab soil. What then Is the 
remedy? If we give up every grain 
of Arab soil. in our possession, we 
give up .our very existence. If we do 
ifet,' moist Arabs' Are .‘inrmUtog td 
' accept a full contractual peace a* 
they have not yet been willing to put 
up with our very existence. 

Hence the conclusion that we 
may at this stage bring up again the ■ 
Jordanian-Palesttolan plan, which 
combines elements of ma x i mum 
justice to the Arab cause with max- 
imum justice to Israel's existence 
— even if it is not so viewed at the 
moment In the outside world, 
notably In the Arab world. Such a 
plan could galvanize Israeli 
energies and thus enable us to pur- 
sue our- self-development while 
withstanding external difficulties 
and pressures. Such a plan C 9 uld 
win sufficient support from.' the 
American public to increase our 
resistance to contrary winds, and 
sweeping storms of an erroneous- 
Washington policy. Thus we would 
be able to withstand Arab opposi- 
tion and refusal to define what they 
deem essential, without harming 
what we ourselves deem essential. 

We must not run faster than our 
neighbours are able and want to ad- 
vance. “Be just and you will be 
strong.” This Is the slogan with 
which we will be able to withstand 
difficult trials and overcome them. 
President Sadat compared the 
Egyptian policy to the waters of the 
NUe, flowing slowly and patiently. 
Wc must plan our deeds calmly and 
securely, as befits a nation among 
the nations. Peace will borne, and 
even If It is delayed, we shall be 
waiting for it, for it will come even- 
tually.

“Ab for Errol helping a Nail- 
agent, I take it with a ton of solt...I 
know he was loyal to the British 
Empire and ho did resent being at- 
tacked for not going back to fight 
One' reason was Lhat his health was 
bnd and. getting worse,, and as an 
Aussie,' he .felt the English looked 
down on. the folk from Down Under. 

“He was the victim of women, not ; 
at all the. Don Juan he thought | 
himself to be. He burned out his life, 
but was too much the out-of-date 
romantic to go over to Hitler's side. 
He spent most of his active life 
with Jews, as agents, as producers, 
writers and directors — and he ad- 
mired- most of them, even Jack 
Warner, who was a hit of a goy- 
baiter." 

SOMETIMES it tAkes ft little longer 
for an idea's time to come. Last spr- 
ing, .The 35, a Jewish human rights 
group, printed over half a million 
stickers with the legend “Move the 
Moscow Olympics'’ to protest the 
treatment of refuseniks in the 
Soviet Union. 

There .were few customers, and 
the bright red, stamp-size stickers 
were packed away ip- cartons and 
stored. . 

Came the Russian invasion of 
Afghanistan and President Carter’s 
demand for a boycott of the Olym- 
pics. and The 35 were ai! set. The 
cartons have been unsealed, 
reports 'a spokeswoman, and sales 
of the stickers, at 51 per 100, are 
moving briskly.

Light on a legend

those . of a fig tree, hut of a bantaa. 
This query brought^* veritable 
flood of letters, proving how 
widespread th£ legend wa Rabbi 
MenachCtn . Lonzano (17th cen- 
-tory) refers to it and colls the 
banana “the pig of Paradise." In 
later. Hebrew, it is actually called 
“the fig of Adam and Bye." 

The barren fig trees in the 
Jerusalem Forest are now begin- 
ning to cover themselves with their 
unusually shaped leaves, and with 
due regard for modesty and 
prurience, I feel that anyone regar- 
ding their shape will agree that ft 
lends itself perfectly to the purpose 
of covering the relevant organs of 


the female, and especially the 
male. 

In addition to this, there are fefw 
trees which look so utterly naked as 
.does the gnarled fig tree before it is 
clothed In its leaves, or more fully 
clothed when it does so cover itself. 

The leaf of the flvtree Is men- 
tioned In another connection in the 
New Testament. Its covering Itself 
with leaves is token as a sign that 
summer is near. ’’When the branch 
is yet tender and putteth forth its 
leaves, ye know that summer is 
nigh” (Matthew 24.82). 

It will be seen that apart from the 
unidentified fruit of the Tree of the 
Knowledge of Good and Evil, it is 
the leaf and not the luscious fruit 
which has been discussed here, and 
we shall have much more to say of 
this interesting tree when its fruit 
does emerge.

Rack to the rilms. I enjoyed very 
much the frolic with Jack Lemmon, 
Catherine Deneuve and Peter Law- 
ford. It had just the right blend of 
humour and sentimentality for the 
occasion. 

With memories of Glynis Johns 
on the stage as Major 'Barbara and 
on the screen in “Kind Hearts and 
Coronets,” I had high expectations 
of "Across a Crowded Room,” but I 
was sadly disappointed. It was dull 
and strained, proof that even the 
British sometimes nod. 

For some reason which I cannot 
fathom, I did not find “Small 
Change" very amusing; here too I 
had great hopes which were not 
realized. Everything should have 
made It right: a funny, if not very 
original, idea for the plot; the com- 
bination of Dubi Gal and Tuvia 
Tsaflr. colour. Yet these two fine 
comedians seened- to be labouring 
heavily for their effects, as if they 
had been obliged to push a soggy 
mattress up a hill. In fact, so poor 
were they that I found all my sym- 
pathy engaged by the building con- 
tractor. There must have been 
something wrong, if even only one 
viewer was on the side of so 
legitimate a butt for scorn and 
obloquy. 

Perhaps the film suffered 
because I could not help but com- 
pare it to "Ervinka," a vintage 
Kishon film, starring Haim Topol, 
which I had seen one morning dur- 
ing the snow. The themes of the two 
films were somewhat similar, but 
Topol's handling of it was unerring. 
How funny Kishon can be! 

It was a pity, therefore, that we 
met him in person on "Meeting for 
Two," the new interview series, 
where he aired his weird ideas. 
Yitzhak Livni handled him 
beautifully, with a kind of affec- 
tionate but patronizing contempt 
that provoked Kishon to go in for 
more and more excesses, so that in 
the end he sounded positively 
paranoiac about the left wing and 
Intellectual mafias. I have no doubt 
that he should be mentioned in all 
books about Israeli writing and 
Israeli humour, and I trust that 


somebody will think of a good 
reason in give the man a prize, 
bemuse the omissions have so 
saddened him, and he deserves 
bettor from Israeli society. 

Why he should have decided to 
talk like a fascist Is beyond my 
comprehension. Perhaps, some 
time In the remote past, he struck 
an altitude, because he thought it 
would be original and provocative 
in a community at that time for the 
most part liberal, open and free. As 
often happens, the attitude became 
a habit, and now he is in the same 
camp as such weirdos as Rabbi 
Kahanc and Gcula Cohen. Another 
possible explanation: I have heard 
that he was tortured once by the tn- 
comc tax people, and the ex- 
perience turned him sour on 
socialism. Whatever the reason, it 
is sad to see a man who brought so 
much laughter into our lives play- 
ing the part of a Colonel Blimp. 

THE POLICY of the people who run 
our government — i.e. Gush 
Emunim — has had the inevitable 
result of our being condemned un- 
animously by the Security Council, 
including the U.S. 

Since I lack Defence Minister 
Ezcr Welz man's incredible temeri- 
ty and equally unbelievable ig- 
norance of American voting 
records. I hesitate about advising 
Americans, how they should vote in 
the coming elections. But I do 
. suggest, with respect, that they 
should examine President Carter's 
curious excuse for what happened 
at the U.N. 

When I was seven years old, on 
one occasion I came late to school, 
and proferred what I thought was 
an excellent alibi — I explained 
with Carter-like candour that my 
watch was slow. Condemning me to 
the kind of awful punishment 
schoolmasters were able to inflict 
in those days, my teacher explained 
that he was doing so, not because I 
was late, but because I bad not 
checked and re-checked the watch. 
My suffering, he hoped, would 
teach me for the rest of ray life to be 
more careful, or I would spend my 
time missing trains and ap- 
pointments. 

To have had a vital vote cast in 
the wrong direction because of a 
breakdown in communications is a 
far more venial sin than voting anti- 
Israel, terrible though that is. 

And Carter has had com- 
munications problems twice with 
his UN ambassadors. I can imagine 
him launching Armageddon one 
day by pressing the wrong button, 
and then looking around with that 
boyish grin and those, frank eyes, 
and saying, "Did I do wrong? Did I 
make a mistake in com- 
munications?”

(Continued tram pane one) 
t0 even bear the U.S. position. He 
asked Carter not to actually spell it 
out. only to refer to earlier U.S. 
■statements. Carter agreed, sen- 
sitive to the depth of Israel's feel- 
ing. 

There's a reason why the 
Americans, at Camp David, 
referred to both the Goldberg and 
Tost statements. The Tost remarks 
went way beyond those articulated 
by Goldberg, the latter noting only 
that the U.S. did not recognize 
Israel 'a "unilateral" action of June 
1967, formally annexing the 
eastern section captured during the 
Six Day War. "I wish to make It 
clear that the United States does 
not accept or recognize these 
measures as altering the status of 
Jerusalem... We regret that they 
■were taken." 

At the same time, however, 
Goldberg never stated that East 
Jerusalem was "occupied 
territory.” Later that year, In 
November, there was no mention of 
Jerusalem whatsoever In- UN 
Security Council Resolution 242. 
Writing In the “Columbia Universi- 
ty Journal of Transnational Law" 
in 1973, Goldberg explained why: 

“A most significant omission in 
the resolution Is any specific 
reference to the status of 
Jerusalem and the resolution's 
failure to reaffirm past UN 
resolutions for the. Internationaliza- 


tion of the city. The logical In- 
ference from this omission la that 
242 realistically recognizes the 
desuetude [disuse] of the prior UN 
internationalization resolutions." 

GOLDBERG told me week that 
he had deliberately avoided any 
reference to Jerusalem as "oc- 
cupied" territory In order to clearly 
differentiate its special status from 
the other territories captured dur- 
ing the war. Israel's annexation 
was not accepted by Goldberg when 
he represented the United States at 
the UN. But he also never lumped 
Jerusalem in with the other "oc- 
cupied" territories. 

That subtle but diplomatically 
significant stance was abandoned 
by the time of the Nixon ad- 
ministration. Ambassador Yost 
was blunt when he addressed the 
Security Council on July 1, 1969. 
"The U.S.," he said, "considers 
that the part of Jerusalem that 
came under the control of Israel in 
the June War, like other areas oc- 
cupied by Israel, Is occupied 
territory and hence subject to the 
pro visions of international law 
governing the rights and 
obligations of an occupying power. 

"Among the provisions of inter- 
national law which bind Israel, as 
they would bind an occupier, are 
the provisions that the occupier has 
no right to make changes In laws or 
in administration other than those

which are temporarily necessitated 
by his security interest, and that an 
occupier may not confiscate or 
destroy private property." 

Yost went on to “regret and 
deplore" Israel's actions "In the oc- 
cupied section of Jerusalem.” 

Actually, there was no real 
need for Carter at. Camp David to 
refer to both the Goldberg and Tost 
statements since the latter fully 
spelled out the U.S. view. 

Politically, however, it made 
good sense for Carter to refer to 
Goldberg, who la recognized as a 
strong friend of Israel. Clearly, 
Carter and his aides wanted to use 
Goldberg to help justify their posi- 
tion. By only citing Tost, they 
would have been more likely to 
arouse opposition. 

IF THE TOST statement still holds, 
as Carter and the State Department 
Insist, then the U.S. today considers 
East Jerusalem “occupied’* 
territory, in which Israel has no 
right to establish civilian 
settlements. But at the same time. 
Carter has stated that Jerusalem 
should be "undivided'’ — a word 
accepted (by Sadat) at Camp 
David. Thus, there Is some am- 
biguity about the current U.S. view. 
How these two concepts can be 
squared remains unclear. 

U.S. officials prefer to leave It 
that way. 

Despite the Yost statement, Am- 
bassador McHenry was still wrong 
when he said on March 3 that the 
references toward Jerusalem in the 
latest UN resolution did not repre- 
sent a change in U.S. policy. They 
did. 

Even Yost only referred to the 
"occupied" section of Jerusalem. 
Neither he nor any other U.S. of- 
ficial ever previously recognized 
the phrase "the Palestinian and 
Arab occupied terrltoriea. In- 
cluding Jerusalem." as mentioned 
in the new resolution. In the world 
of diplomacy, this marked a major 
deterioration, as far aa Israel was 
concerned. 

Indeed, this represented a signifi- 
cant departure from the careful 
language of Resolution 242* which 
spoke only of “territories oc- 
cupied" during the war — not 
stipulating "Arab and 
Palestinian." 

WHAT IS FASCINATING about this 
particular change in policy, 
however, was that it was not the of- 
ficially stated reason .why Carter, 
supposedly asked that all 
references to Jerusalem be deleted. 
According to McHenry, Cartel 
merely wanted to continue to 
honour his Camp David deal with 
Begin not to actually restate the 
U.S. position. 

In explaining the "failure in com- 
munications," McHenry said that 
he had been told that by removing 
only Paragraph Seven, Carter’s 
concerns on Jerusalem would be 
removed. But Paragraph Seven, 
Which was deleted, was merely a 
relatively innocuous call on Israel 
to refrain from interference in the 
"religious freedoms and practices 
In Jerusalem and other Holy Places 
in the occupied territories.” 

Presumably, the person who In- 
structed McHenry to get rid of 
Paragraph Seven explained why it 
was unacceptable to Carter — the 
Camp David commitment to Begin. 
But Paragraph Five, which 
remained In the resolution, was a 
much more blatant violation of that 
commitment. 

It said that "all measures taken 
by Israel to change the physical 
character, demographic composi- 
tion, Institutional structure or 
status of the Palestinian and other 
Arab territories occupied since 
1967, including Jerusalem, or any 
part thereof, have no legal validity 
and that Israel's policy and prac- 
tices of settling parts of its popula- 
tion and new immigrants in those 
territories constitutes a flagrant 
violation of the Fourth Geneva 
Convention relative to the protec-

Here, in Paragraph Five, the 
United States was issuing a fresh 
and detailed reiteration of the Tost 
position on Jerusalem in spades — 
exactly what Carter had promised 
Begin would not be done. Yet, It 
remained in the resolution. 

Surely even the mast elementary 
understanding of Carter’s supposed 
rationale for removing Paragraph 
Seven could have been expected to 
trigger questions among experienc- 
ed U.S. diplomats about including 
Paragraph Five. 

That’s Just one reason why the of- 
ficial explanation for the foul-up Is 
so hard to believe. “The Ui. vote In 
the UN was approved with the un- 
derstanding that all references to 
Jerusalem would he deleted,” 
Carter said. “The failure -to com- 
municate this clearly resulted in a 
vote in favour of the resolution 
rather than abstention." 


INCREDIBLE as It may sound, the 
most clear-cut departure from 'ex- 
isting U.S. policy contained in the 
resolution — the call for. the dis- 
mantling of existing settlements — 
* was not by itself enough to warrant 
a U.S. abstention. 

“While our opposition to the es- 
tablishment of the Israeli 
settlements is longstanding and 
well-known," Carter said, "we 
made strenuous efforts to eliminate 
the language with reference to the 
dismantling of settlements In the 
resolution. This call for dismantling 
was neither proper nor practical. 
We believe that the future disposi- 
tion of existing settlements must be 
determined during the current 
autonomy negotiations.** 

But U.S. officials publicly con- 
firmed that U.S. opposition to the 
dismantling of settlements was not 
enough to stand in the way of an af- 
firmative vote. "The -thrust of the 
resolution Is consistent with U.S. 
policy," a spokesman explained. 
"Few resolutions turn out worded 
exactly as we would write them. 
Having expressed our opposition 
about the idea of dismantling 
settlements, we decided we should 
vote for the resolution.” 

Seen from this perspective, 
however, U.S. "opposition" to the 
dismantling must be very mild in- 
deed considering the fact that it 
was not enough to justify an absten- 
tion. President Carter personally 
has confirmed that he had given the 
approval for the U.S. vote, despite 
the call for dismantling. 

"I instructed that we would abs- 
tain from the UN resolution that 
had any reference in it to 
Jerusalem, and that we would 
make it clear that we did not favour 
the dismantling of .existing 
settlements," Carter said 

Supposedly making U.S. opposi- 
tion "clear" was McHenry, who ex- 
pressed "reservations” about the 
dismantling of settlements. 

‘There are a number of factors of 
a practical character that make im- 
practical the call in operative 
Paragraph Six of the resolution for 
tbe dismantling of settlements,” he 
said. "Some projects are not easily 
dismantled. Moreover, whatever 
the future status of the occupied 
territories, there will be a need for 
housing and related infrastructure 
for the inhabitants." 

UNDERSTANDABLY, the entire 
episode will have a strong inpact on 
U.S.-Isr&el relations for a long 
time. Despite Carter’s public rever- 
sal, that impact will be negative. 

There is no doubt that Israel’s 
statement last month affirming the 
right of Jews to resettle in Hebron 
infuriated Carter, Vance and all 
their aides. When Security Council 
members predictably raised the 
Issue, there was an Instant 
readiness here in Washington to go 
along with the guaranteed condem- 
nation of Israel. 

Largely out of personal pique, the 
president, the secretary of state 
and their aides wanted to scorn 
Israel pubUcly. 

During the week-long drafting of 
the resolution, there was no serious 
effort made to consult with Israeli 
diplomats in Neof York or 
Washington until February 29, the 
day before the vote. There Is reason 
to believe that the Administration 
wanted to keep its position secret 
from Israel In order to prevent an 
Israeli outcry which might have 
lead to a U.S. about-face. When 
Israel asked about the U.S. posi- 
tion, the Impression left was that 
the U.S. would abstain, as It had 
always done in the past. Is this any 
way for the U.S. to treat a supposed 
"friend and ally?" 

In their headlong drive to punish 
Israel, Carter and his advisers got 
carried away. For several of them, 
this was easy.

Points deducted from two football teams

TEL AVIV. — The Football 
. Association disciplinary committee 
cm Wednesday night deducted two 
points from National League 
leaders Netanya Maccabi and one 
point from Haifa Hapoel. 

This la the first time this season 
that points have been deducted 
from any National League team. It 
followed disturbances at the 
Netanya Maccabi ground last 
Saturday. Referee Yitzhak Orgad 
had to stop the game tor eight 
minutes after a clash between 
Haifa Hapoel's Avi Llfschltz and 
Netanya Maccabi’a Oded 
Machness. 

The disciplinary committee ar- 
bitrator, advocate Micha Vttkon, 


ruled that both teams were to 
blame for the unsporting oc- 
currences. but because the game 
was played in Netanya the home 
team bore the heavier responslbUi- 
ty. 

The deduction of the two points 
leaves Netanya Maccabi with a 
lead of four points over Tel Aviv 
Hapoel and Yehud Hapoel. 

The hearing was stormy, with 
Haifa Hapoel manager Mordechal 
Spiegler (a former long-time 
Netanya Maccabi star player) 
ordered out of the room. Spiegler at 
first refused to heed advocate 
Vitkon’s request, and only the 
threat of being forcibly evicted per- 
suaded Spiegler to depart. 

Relations between Spiegler and 
the management of his former club 
are strained.

withdrawal to the 1967 borders and 
an independent Palestinian entity 
on the West Bank, Gaza, and to 
Jerusalem. that would automatical- 
ly lead to an independent Palesti- 
nian state. 

“The task designated for the U.S. 
is to persuade Israel to swallow 
this," Rabin said. 

The U.S. vote in the Security 
Council — and in an election year — 
was the first expr ess i on of recent 
indications that this process was 
now being accelerated, Rabin said. 

"The European initiatives are the 
background music to what Israel 
might expect from the U.S. after 
the elections,*'. Rabin said. 

He felt that the Begin govern- 
ment, by aiming for all of western 
Eretz Yisrael, might alienate 
Israel’s friends to such an extent as 
to necessitate a total withdrawal 
from the West Bank. 

Rabin urged the government to 
lower its sights and to settle for 
“the four points on which a broad 
consensus can be reached:" no 
return to tbe 1967 borders, no 
Palestinian state, no negotiations 
with the PLO, and no partition of 
Jerusalem. 

Abba Eban, the third major 
Alignment speaker to the five-hour 
debate, said that Israel must strive 
to rehabilitate its relations with the 
UJS., and that precisely for that 
reason it must express Its dis- 
satisfaction with the U.S. vote. 
There was no substitute for the U.S. 
as a stabilizing factor to the region. 
, But the government's settlement 
policy blocked all options for a 
territorial compromise, Eban said, 
and the Alignment’s demand for a 


Moshe Dayan (Independent) 
once again urged the government to 
"put Tits settlement policy and 
plans" on the table of the Knesset. 
These need not go into the last 
detail, but wbat, broadly, did the 
government have in mind regar- 
ding settlement beyond the Green 
Une? 

There was no basic disagreement 
between the Likud and the Align- 
ment concerning the main blocs of 
settlements, Dayan said. In this 
class he listed the settlements to the 
Etzlon bloc, in the Jordan Rift, in 
the Gaza district, and to the en- 
virons of Jerusalem. 

Dayan said that there was no 
avoiding a dialogue with the Arabs 
of Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
district — apart from the autonomy 
talks and not dealing with the ques- 
tion of sovereignty. The subject of 
the talks would be how Jews and 
Arabs can live together In 
Jerusalem and elsewhere. 

Dayan strongly criticized the 
seeming contradictions in the 
government's policy. 

He said he failed to understand 
the decision to settle Jews In 
Hebron as “an act of retaliation 
because a Jew was murdered 
there." 

"I don’t understand,” Dayan 
went on, "the supreme efforts 
made to evict an Arab family living 
in the Jewish Quarter of the Old 
City of Jerusalem. Without any con- 
nection to the timing — what do we 
want there? An Arab lives in the 
Jewish Quarter. What of It? Is that 
out of the question?” 

Other points made to the debate 
were: 


Rabbi Malm Drnckman (National 
Religious Party) : Since the 'U.S. 
has so blatantly* demonstrated its 
pro-Arab bias, its participation in 
the autonomy talks must be halted. 

Meir -Talmi ( Alignment - 
Mapam): For the sakeyof 
Jerusalem, this comparing of 
Hebron to Jerusalem must cease. 
With all due respect to the glorious 
Jewish past in Hebron, it was not to 
that city that Jews directed their 
prayers through the ages. : ~ 

Amnon Rubinstein (Sbal): By its 
distorted mental enslavement to a 
small group, the government is 
destroying with its own hands its 
sole achievement (which was op- 
posed by that group) — the peace 
treaty. 


Akiva Nof (Democratic 
Movement) : The government's 
order of priorities Is defective.' To 
have Jews move into two buildings 
in Hebron is not the need of the 
hour, though the strengthening of 
Klryat Arba is. It is precisely the 
autonomy plan that calls for large- 
scale settlement in ail of Judea and 
Samaria. 

Meir Wilner (Hadash): The 
Security Council resolution is a just 
one, and an important contribution 
to peace and the settlement of the 
Israel-Arab dispute. It is not atoned 
against Israel, but against the 
policy of territorial aggrandise- 
ment. 

Geula Cohen (Teblya) : The U.S. 
never concealed Its view opposing 
settlements in the areas, j»k( op- 
posing tbe annexation of 
Jerusalem. It is the Likud govern- 
ment that continues to mislead the 
nation Into thinking that there Is no 
confrontation with the U.S. Hie 
government must be given credit 
for managing, by establishing- a 
minimum of settlements, to cause 
Israel maximum damage.

Ti ' suggests that the Afghan

army. 

' A leadership struggle led first to 
the exile of Babrak Karmai. now 
president, and then to the arrest 
nnd execution of Taraki himself.

BECAUSE there were several rebel 
groups in Kabul it was decided that 
Amin should move to a palace on 
the outskirts that would be easier to 
guard. The fact that Amin took this 
advice Is said to be evidence that he 
was not afmid of Soviet Interven- 
tion. 

. Similar evidence is provided by 
the fact that the airborne troops 
which Arrived that night met with 
full cooperation at Kabul Airport. 
Had Amin been afraid, he would 
have escaped and ordered opposi- 
tion to the Soviet landing. The main 
government buildings were taken 
without opposition. 

It is unlikely, however, that Amin 
realized what the Soviet Govern- 
ment intended after the interven- 
tion. On December 28 or 29, there 
was to be a meeting of the central 
committee of the Afghan Party. At 
that meeting there would be a vote 
of thanks to the Soviet Union for its 
Aid. which would legitimize the in- 
tervention. 

This was to be followed by elec- 
tions, at which Karraal would be 
elected to the leading position and 
Amin would be demoted to number 
two or three. Amin waa to remain a 
visible part of the government, to 
supply further legitimization under 
Babrak 'a firm control. 

But the plan went wrong- Amin 
had moved to the palace outside 
Kabul with a small group of aides. 
The palace was guarded by Afghan 
soldiers and Soviet military ad- 
visers. and a Soviet Deputy 
Minister of Internal Security Af- 
fairs, Lieutenant-General Victor 
Paputin, who had been aent to 
Afghanistan,- was made responsible 
for Amin's safety. 

WHEN SOVIET troops began to 
arrive in Kabul between 7 and 8 
p.m. on December 27. they took the 
radio station, the old presidential 
palace and other government 
buildings. 

One column went to Amin's 
palace and surrounded it Then, for 
some reason, fighting broke out at 
the palace and Amin was killed. 
Although it is not clear how Amin 
died, the present account insists 
that there was no “revolutionary 
tribunal" and that he does not seem 
to have died at Soviet handa. 

As a result of Amin's untimely 
death, the Soviet authorities were 
In an embarrassing situation. Their 
claim to have been invited by the 
Afghan Government pow.aeemqd a 
fabrication, Karmai ' had not yet 
arrived in Afghanistan, and there 
was difficulty in getting him back 
quickly. The security failure which 
led to Amin's death was blamed on 
Paputin, who was recalled to 
Moscow. 

According to the account now 
current In Moscow, Paputin got as 
far as Sheremyetova Airport, 
where he committed suicide. 
Western reports that he was killed 
in Kabul are said to be quite wrong. 
Soviet papers reported his death, 
but without saying when or where 
he died. 

Babrak Karmai was moved from 
Czechoslovakia to East Germany, 
from there to Bulgaria. Moscow 
and only then to Kabul. On the way 
back to Kabul be broadcast an an- 
nouncement that Amin had been 
tried and shot.

Mugabe was educated aim!** 1 "" 
schools In Rhodesia. Later he went 

to the Blacks only University of 
Fort Hare in South Africa, where he 
gut his political baptism through 
exposure to harsh race laws, con- 
tacts with Communist leaders and 
readings of Karl Marx. 

On graduating from Fort Hare, 
Mugabe taught at schools in 
Rhodesia and Ghana, returning to 
Rhodesia in 1980 as publicity 
secretary of Joshua Nkomo'S 
fledgling National Democratic Par- 
ty, now the Zimbabwe African 
People's Union (ZAPU). 


MUGABE, a devout Catholic and 
Marxist, is a sharp-eyed and elo- 
quent hybrid of revolutionary and 
academic, a man of many universi- 
ty degrees who finds his power base 
among Africans ranging from uni- 
versity radicals to peasant 
farmers. 

When he emerged from 11 years 
of detention under the former ad- 
ministration of Ian Smith, he 
presented himself in December 
1974 to Africa's "Frontline" 


THERE IS “very strong" evidence 
that South Africa has developed & 
small atomic arsenal with nuclear 
expertise provided by the United 
States and other Western nations, a 
British defence analyst has said. 

Dan Smith, a Cambridge graduate 
and researcher for the UN study 
group on disarmament' and 
development, concluded, however, 
that there is still "no definitive 
pro of" that South Africa already 
has nuclear weapons or has set 
aside material to make them. 

Smith's conclusions are con- 
tained in a report called “South 
Africa's Nuclear Capability." 
published in cooperation with the 
UN Centre against Apartheid and 
issued in London through the Anti- 
Apartheid Movement. . 

The report examines the develop- 
ment since 1949 of South Africa's 
nuclear technology, with help from 
foreign states,' and evidence 
suggesting the country has used 


CHINESE COMMUNIST cadres

As far back as 1978, one syndicate 
of six party officials set the pace by 
appropriating nearly JlOOm. in the 
form of construction materials, 
relief funds and state funds to build 
luxurious houses for themselves 
and their cronies. This example in- 
spired others, and a series of 
similar scandals finally prompted 
Peking to suspend all building pro- 
jects earlier this year, except for 
those authorized tor public housing. 
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rise to power

But they rejected Mm in favour of 
the Rev. Ndabanlngi Sithqle. the 
former ZANU leader, whose posi- 
tion Mugabe had usurped while still 
in prison. 

Since then, however, Mugabe’s 
progress towards power has been 
inexorable. His rise began with a 
little-known meeting In the bush in 
Mozambique — where he was hi ex- 
ile — with a guerrilla commander 
code-named Hondo. 

It was at this meeting that the 
guerrillas fighting the bush war 
against the minority Salisbury 
regime pledged their support to 
Mugabe . From then on, he presided 
over the mushrooming growth of 
ZANLA (Zimbabwe African 
National Liberation Army) 
guerrillas who became the main 
force against Smith's government. 

At the 1978 Rhodesia conference 
in Geneva, the African “Frontline” 
states sealed his claim to ZANU 
leadership when they recognized 


his Patriotic Front alliance with 
Joshua Nkomo. 


MUGABE'S guerrilla backing has 
not, however, been without 
problems. Both ZANLA and ZANU 
have been marked by internal, 
quarrels that could well re-emerge 
vow that power la within the party ’s 
grasp, nationalist sources say. 

The political and military 
alliance with Nkomo lasted through 
the war years until the December 
28 ceasefire that flowed from the 
Lancaster House peace agreement: 

But. for the election campaign 
that led to his victory, Mugabe 
chose to campaign alone, much to 
the annoyance of veteran 
nationalist Nkomo, who had hoped 
to share some of Mugabe’s support 
among the majority Shona tribe. . 

Both sides have said, however, 
they see a coalition between their 
parties as a natural form of govern- 
ment for the new Zimbabwe. 

What appe.ars to appeal to 
Africans about Mugabe is bis 
forthrightness, h is refusal to dilute 


his principles and his "jWjjj 1 
record as a man who fought com- 
promise for the interests of the ma- 
jority, according to black. political 
sources.

January. Mugabe has lived 
dangerously. Twice he has escaped 
assassination attempts and many 
whites, apprehensive of chaos ana 
reprisals under a totalitarian black 
rule, both' hate and fear his

I Mordechai MaWeff was laid 
it the Dead Sea Works yesterday 
iftcrnoon. 

The ceremony was attended by 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
Deputy Premier Ylgael Yadin. 
■Minister of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Gideon Part, members of 
the board of Israel Chemicals, 
wbnklefTs widow Ora, the present 
general manager of the Dead Seas 
Works, Arie Shahaf. and many 
guests. 

Most of the 1.200 employees of the 
firm were easily identified among 
the audience by the blue and white 
caps they had donned for the occa- 


sion. 

Thc-ncw plant will be built in two 
stages over five years at a total cost 
of about Jl 60 m. it will increase the 
company's output of potash by 75 
per cent, to 2.1m. tons a year when 
full production is reached. 

The new plant is based on an 
energy-saving method of produc- 
tion which was developed at the 
company’s laboratory. The annual 
saving in energy will be about 26m.. 
Shahaf said. 

Makleff, who was the IDF* third 
chief-of-staff. served as the general 
manager of the Dead Sea Works 
from 1954 to 1968. 

. A native of -Motza, west of 
Jerusalem, he lost moat of his fami- 
ly during the 1929 Arab uprisings. 
He died two years ago at age 58.

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Begin’s phantom consensus 

EN EARLIER, somewhat happier days the Knesset would have 
rallied as almost one man, around Israel’s duly elected govern- 
- meat, to rope! a new assault by a hostile Security Council, or to 
protest a slight by the country's great American friend. 

J Yesterday*, the Knesset failed signally to put up the 
1 customary show of non-partisan unanimity in the face of adver- 

! i> siiw 

The reason, however, was not, as some might suggest, a lack 
of patriotic feeling in the members of the Opposition. National 
unity in a democracy can only rest on a wide consensus among 
the major political groups. The present Coalition, under 
Premier Begin, seeking higher goals, has hopelessly subverted 
the previously existing consensus. 

That a majority of the people support Mr. Begin, at this point 
in between elections, is open to doubt. But that Mr. Begin need 
not exnect the full backing of the Knesset ifi his headlong rush 
towards the dead-end of aimless, total isolation, is quite beyond 
doubt. 

Israelis have, it is true, reason enough to be sorely disap- 
pointed with the present U.S. administration. 

At best. President Carter’s "whirligig diplomacy.” as it has 
been aptly termed, would be cause for concern even If 
motivated by the finest of intentions: America's credibility is 
the mainstay of her power for peace and stability. At worst, Mr. 
Carter's claim that it was a “failure of communication” that led 
| to America’s joining a blatantly anti-Israel resolution in the 
j Security Council, is a lame attempt to cover up a drastic, loom- 
S ing change in u.S. policy. 

I Jerusalem is not for redividing: on this point there is hardly 
n any dissent in the land, even among those who believe that, to 
bar future partition, it is necessary to do more than just 
preserve the municipal status quo. 

But the argument between Mr. Begin and Mr. Carter does not 
revolve around Jerusalem. Mr. Carter does not really want it 
repartitioned, and Mr. Begin does not truly think that he does. 
The premier's casus belli, as presented to the Knesset yester- 
day. is of a different order. 

Mr. Begin has chosen to join battle with the U.S. (and the rest 
of the world i over the right of the Jews to settle anywhere in 
Eretz Yisrael; ar.d with the whole wide world (and not only 
France i over the right of the Palestinians to self-determination. 
I His chances of success are about on par with King Canute's in 
| i:is famous endeavour. 

} It should be easy enough for the premier to sell abroad the no- 
n lion that Jews ought not to be prevented from settling in Judea. 
Samaria and Gaza merely because they are Jews. But what the 
world outside Israel is interested in is the posting of Israeli 
citizens in economically non-viable and militarily worthless 
hamlets all over Judea and Samaria, whose only raison d’fetre is 
their service as agents of Israel's sovereign expansion. 

The fact that they would prevent the rise of a Palestinian stale 
makes them all the more objectionable. For while bn 
philosophical grounds Mr. Begin may have a case against the 
unfettered espousal of the right of self-determination, in prac- 
tice he faces a stone wall. 

As Dr. Butros Ghali, in setting out Egypt's stand on this issue. 
not long ago put it, how can a right recognized in the case of the 
people of Djibouti and the Comoro Islands be denied to the 
Palestinians? 

The sensible answer might be this: that Israel does not deny 
the right of self-determination to the Palestinians within Jor- 
dan, to which they were joined as a result of spurning the offer 
of this Very right in a part of Palestine, back in 1947 : but that, in 
the light of history, and under Resolution 242, Israel is entitled to 
future protection from threats to her existence, which will re- 
quire special arrangements, including border changes on the 
eastern front with Jordan. 

This is not Mr. Begin 's answer, not because he believes it 
won't convince the likes of M. Discard , but because it will re- 
quire withdrawal from most of the territories. So, for the sake of 
a chimera — a Greater Eretz Yisrael — he risks the country's 
alienation from its remaining friends around the world, and his 
own government's alienation from the people. 
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the relations between Egypt 
and Israel, especially their quality, 
must of necessity depend on the out- 
come of the negotiations between 
the two countries on the proposed 
autonomy for the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. This is certainly the 
view current in Cairo. 

• The general feeling is that the 
autonomy stipulated In the Camp 
David peace framework is in- 
separable from the peace treaty 
which Egypt and Israel signed last 
March. Those who- support the 
peace process, as well aa those who 
express reservations about.it, say 
that before engaging in normaliza- 
tion, they would like to see Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat prove that Egypt 
is not embarking on a unilateral 
peace path and ignoring other Arab 
issues. 

In fact, normalization appears to 
be treated positively In Egypt only 
at presidential level. In fulfilment of 
promises he has made to Prime 
Minister Begin, Sadat has been per- 
sonally ordering agreements to be 
concluded with Israel. 

At lower levels, normalization is 
handled with reluctance. Govern- • 
ment officials tend to confine 
themselves to the letter of the peace 
guidelines, attempting to restrict 
rather than promote cooperation. 
Those officials include such high- 
ranking government figures as 
Premier Mustapha Khalil, Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Ghali. and even Defence Minister 
Kamal Hass an All. who is In charge 
of his country's normalization 
negotiations. Only last week, All 
stated that resolution of the West 
Bank and Gaza autonomy issue was 
*'a prerequisite to future coopera- 
tion between Egypt and Israel." 

ORDINARY Egyptians view 
cooperation with Israel as the 
business of eccentrics so long as the 
process Is opposed by an influential 
minority in Egypt and a majority in 
the Arab world. 

Egyptians indicate that they need 
more than the time that Sadat said 
his reluctant people require for 
acceptance of normalization. 


THERE. WILL doubtless be those 
who will try to 'shrug off the Securi- 
ty Council resolution on settlements 
and Jerusalem, maintaining that it 
is just another UN resolution. Such 
an attitude would represent the 
ostrich-like approach that has 
become all too familiar lately. 

The most serious aspect of the af- 
fair is the American condemnation 
of Israel which was expressed in 
voting for a resolution that calls in- 
ter alia for the dismantling of ex- 
isting settlements. No amount of 
American explanation after the 
vote will change the fact that such a 
U.S. stand was taken in the UN and 
remains on the books of the Securi- 
ty Council. 

The vote is yet another indicator 
of the complete inability of the 
Israel Government to evaluate in 
advance the result of any given ac- 
tion and to resist the pressures of a 
minority whose purpose seems to 
be to sabotage the peace treaty 
which the government Is attemp- 
ting to Implement. The vote 
emphasizes again the grave error 
of relying on snap policy by 
declaration instead of a plan of ac- 
tion that Is thought out in advance. 
Establishing a few Jewish homes in 
the centre of riebron would be a 
very serious mistake both from a 
security and from a political point 
of view. However, if the govern- 
ment had quietly set up the homes, 
there would have been a certain 
logic in the action — one might not 
have been in favour of it, but it 
would have been understandable. 
As it happened, the government did 
not initiate settlement — it merely 
issued a statement about its inten- 
tions to settle. 

This statement brought about a 
debate and a resolution in the 
Security Council, which not only 
focused world attention un- 
necessarily on the issue of Hebron, 
but which questioned the status and 
unification of Jerusalem. It also 
produced a resolution — which the 
U.S. supported — calling for the dis- 
mantling of settlements, including 
those that are of vital strategic im- 
portance to Israel. 

When ail this happens because of 
declarations made in order to 
placate a minority, it is time to ask 
i* any sort of policy exists, and to 
question the political acumen that 
motivates such actions or 
declarations, which can hardly be 
characterized as policy. 

FOP. 10 YEARS after the Six Day 
War those who governed Israel 
limited themselves to a minimum 
number of declarations, but 
succeeded in implementing a settle- 
ment policy based on the security 
requirements of the country, 
roughly within the confines of the 
Alton Plan. 

History will show thaL the pro* 
settle rr.crl people who regarded the 
media's coverage of every hut es- 
tablished in the territories as an 
end in Itself, were those who in the 
final analysis created the greatest 
obstacle to the process of settle- 
ment. Their overriding obsession 
with publicity, which apparently 
outweighs their fervour for settle- 
ment. coupled with the 
government's weakness and failure 
to stand up to them, has created an 
international climate and a basis 
for pressure which will undermine 
the very settlements that are need- 
ed for the security of the country.

Ordinary Egyptians view cooperation with Israel as the 
business of eccentrics, writes Post Middle East Affairs 
Editor ANAN SAFADI. 


At a meeting with Israeli 
newsmen at the Abdin Palace, 
Sadat cited a prominent Egyptian 
medical figure, who attributed his 
opposition to- the current pace of 
normalization, including the es- 
tablishment of an Israeli embassy 
in Cairo, to a subjective un- 
readiness for the dramatic turn of 
events. "This is a revolution which 
we need time to absorb," Sadat 
quoted him as saying. 


NORMALIZATION was originally 
scheduled to be carried out Ln 
phases, to be completed by next Ju- 
ly. It was advanced to this month on 
Sadat’s own Initiative. The two 
countries consequently set . March 
20 as a target date for the conclu- 
sion of bilateral agreements in 
various fields of cooperation in- 
cluding trade and transport. 

By ordering the advance ot nor- 
malization , Sadat apparently 
sought to elicit a reciprocal Israeli 
gesture: namely, advancing the 
date or this country's final 
withdrawal from Sinai. Defence 
Minister All brought up this subject 
in Tel Aviv last week with his 
Israeli counterpart, Ezer Welz man. 
Sadat also sought a favourable 
Israeli response to Egypt's In- 


sistence that the autonomy 
negotiations be concluded 
successfully by May. 

However, Israel has been unwill- 
ing to pledge an earlier pullback to 
the international frontiers ln Sinai 
before the scheduled date of 1982. 
According to Cairo observers, Sadat 
will therefore press more heavily 
on the autonomy Issue. 

Egyptians tend to make light of 
Israel's withdrawal from two- 
thirds of Sinai to the El Arlsh-Raa 
Mohammed line. They treat it as a 
medium triumph in the remote 
desert to the east — not nearly 
matching their quick acceptance of 
an Israeli flag fluttering over an 
embassy or their acquiescence, to 
a greater Israeli physical pre- 
sence in their midst. 

OBSERVERS ln Cairo believe that 
Sadat now needs, probably more 
than ever before, a political 
achievement to brandiBh before his 
critics at home and in the rest of the 
Arab world. The autonomy, these 
sources say, is his remaining card. 

According to one school of 
thought, Sadat la currently pur- 
suing — parallel with the nor- 
malization negotiations — a 
minimal accord stressing two main 
points: the right of the projected 


autonomy authority to exercise 
judicial and legislative powers 
~.(t.e., sovereign powers); and 
recognition of East Jerusalem as 
.one of the West Bank autonomy 
constituencies. 

, Once such an agreement is reach- 
ed. this school predicts, Sadat wiU 
be prepared to go as far as washing 
his hands of the autonomy con- 
troversy by calling upon the 
Palestinians and Jordan to 
negotiate the details. 

After a Sadat briefing of Egyp- 
tian editors last week, the editor of 
the semi-official dally " Al- Abram r " 
Ibrahim Nafie, summarized 
Egypt's autonomy goals as follows: 
to conclude the negotiations by the 
May 26 target date; to assume the- 
role of coordinator between the 
projected autonomy rule and 
Israel : to steer the U.S. into full 
partnership in the negotiations ; to 
give the autonomy regime 
legislative powers; and toi>ave the- 
way for an Israeli-P alestini an " 
dialogue on the exercise of self- 
determination in' the territories 
when the five-year autonomy ends. 
Prime Minister Khalil, emerging 
from his talks In The. Hague over 
the weekend with Israel's Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg and U.S. envoy 
Sot LAnowitz, said that "the Egyp-

a position against settlement in 
general and against many of the 
developments in Jerusalem. In Oc- 
tober 1977, on the initiative of the 
Egyptian Government, a General 
Assembly resolution was in- 
troduced on the subject of settle- 
ment. The debate on this issue has 
now become a permanent feature of 
the General Assembly debates. 
The General Assembly resolution 
received a vote of 131-1 (Israel), 
with eight Abstentions. On that oc- 
casion President Carter decided on 
the abstention one hour before the 
vote. Ambassador Andrew Young 
came to the General Assembly with 
two speeches — one to be read in 
even! of the U.S. voting for the 
resolution, and the other which he 
actually delivered when his country 
abstained. 

NOBODY IN Israel can he ex- 
pected to become too excited about 
UN resolutions or to take them too 
seriously. But what Is Important 

is Israel’s political situation as 
reflected by tne votes or certain 
countries on similar issues at 
different periods. Until now, the 
U.S. has agreed reluctantly to abs- 
tain on this issue. The fact that this 
time it did not abstain — despite the 
blatant distortions in the resolution 
which arc characteristic of all UN 
resolutions on Israel, distortions 
which Carter's subsequent state- 
ment impliedly acknowledges — 
has political implications that go 
far beyond the issue of settlements. 
Moreover, the change in attitude 
cannot be divorced from the very 
disturbing erosion that has oc- 
curred in Israel's international 
political standing. Indeed, it can be 
seen as a function of that political 
standing. 

FOR YEARS the PLO has been 
attempting to bring about a change 
in Security Council Resolution 242, 
and in thjs it has been supported by 
its traditional friends ln the Arab 
and Communist blocs. Now, 
however, the voices raised In 
favour of amending Resolution 242 
come from the Western countries, 
including Israel's friends. 

Indeed, it must be evident to all 
who follow these developments 
closely and who do not Indulge In 
the wishful thinking that seems to 
placate the consciences of some of 
the representatives of the Israel 
Government, that such Western 
moves would be inconceivable 
without U.S. support, tacit or 
otherwise. 

The U.S. cannot come out openly 
at this stage In favour of such a 
change because of the 1875 Interim 
agreement with Egypt, which os 
time passes reveals more and more 
a political acumen which seems to 
have been lacking on the Iaracli 
aide in the recent negotiations with 
Egypt. 

Herein lies the significance of the 
recent vole for which Israel created 


the opportunity by making a move 
when most Vulnerable. Israel's 
declaration In respect of Hebron 
was an impulsive reaction to the 
murder of a Jewish youth by £rab 
terrorists. In other words, the 
government was reacting to an. 
Arab Initiative and thus con-’ 
ceivably falling into a trap, instead 
of pursuing a planned policy based 
on the political and defence in- 
terests of the country at . this 
delicate stage of negotiations on 
autonomy and on normalization.

■resulted from, the negiect of our
